ted* Furthermore*, the prospects for groirth eeeni excellent* fthy thon is Prance's 
record one of tho tiorst in postal XEplomaoy? 

The beginnings of an ansm* are to "bo found in tho geography of Europe and in 
Allan CalhaEzcr'n distribution of supply centers anong tho eevferal Great Powers* To 
the northeast of Franco rests- Germany- to the northwest lies England* and to the 
southeast thoro io Italy* ¥ith this distribution of immediate eosrpetitors* tho 
player for Franco is obliged to divide his attention between ti?o strategies* a 
northern and a -southern.
